Cabinet Doubts. 

WASHINGTON, October 25.—The best infor- 
mation to be had is that Morgan has certainly 
not yet tormally accepted the Secretaryship 
ofthe Treasury. Ex-Senator Pomeroy, who 
was at the President’s residence this morning, 
stated after leaving that Morgan had declined, 


but one ot the President’s secretaries said if 
there bad been a positive declination he had 
not heard of it. Itis pretty clear that Mor- 
gan’s acceptance is not positively determined 
upon or at least not positively known 
here unless’ by the President. Some 
of the zealous friends of Morgan, it seems, 
were somewhat premature in advising the 
President that he had reconsidered his deter- 
mination to decline, and that he would accept. 
This information led the President to believe 
there was no doubt of Morgan’s acceptance, 
and so he nominated him. Itis said Mrs. Mor- 
van is very much opposed to her husband be- 
coming Secretary of the Treasury, fearing that 
the auties of the position would impair his 
healtn. The President to-day notified 
the Cabinet members and others that 
he was too busy to see them. The nomina- 
tion for Attorney-General is withheld because 
of the doubt existing as to the.Seeretaryship

The New York Senators, 
WASHINGTON, October 25.—The Senate Com- 
imittee on privileges and elections held a 
meeting to-day to consider the papers re- 
erredto it by the Senate relating to 
the election of Senators Lap- 
bam and Miller.

Why They are the Nation’s Guests—Prepa- 
rations for Our Visitors.

4 p. m. to-dav to make arrangements 
for receiving the descendants of th 
Baron Von Steuben. They came to this 


country to attend the Yorktown Centennial, 
and will arrive in St. Louis Friday evening, 
remaining until Sunday evening. 

Frederick William Augustus Ferdinand Von 
Steuben, whois bestknown in American his- 
tory on account of the part he took in the sur- 
render of Cornwallis, was born in the Prussian 


fortiess of Madgeburg-on Elbe in 1730. 
In 1763 he ,ecaume a member of 
the staff of Frederick the Great. 


He came to America principally through tne 
efforts of the Comte de St. Germain, War Min- 
ister to Louis XVI., and of Beaumarchais, au- 
thor of ‘‘The Marriage of Figaro.’’ It wasthe 
Baron’s good fortune to receive Lord Cora- 
wallis’ first offer ot surrender at Yorktown.

ACTORS IN GERMANY. 


Favored by the Government and Petted 
by the Public. 
From the New York Star. 
Mme. Marie Leibich, a dramatic artiste of 


the finest ability, recently arrived in this. 


She hails from Germany, and her rep- 
Possessed 
of natural instinct for the stage, she has been 
doubly fitted for her profession by the high- 
est academic training. Her repertoire is 
very extensive, and includes the leading 
parts in all of Shnakspeare’s most celebrated 
acting plays. Although her experience on 
the stage is contined to the vast seven years. 
she has won the h'ghest encomiums in 
Prague, Strasbourg, Zurich and Hamburg. 
Mme. Leibich’s professioaal historyis a ro- 
mantic one. She is the daughter of a gentile- 
man who was surgeon of the Hanoverian 
army anda great favorite at court. When 
the King of Hanover was dethroned her 
father followed tbe fortunes of the fallen 
monaich and accompanied him to Vienna. 
There it was the daughter first saw a theatri- 
cal performance of value, and, as she at once 
eonceived a strong fancy for the stage, she 
was permitted to indulge it. In Vienna there 
is a celebrated academy, presided over by 
Mynheer Strakosch, under whose direction 
are employed the most famous actors in Ger- 
many—such men as Sonnenthal, Leavinsky 
and Mitterurzel. ‘These tutors are whe great- 
est in the lines of acting which they are en- 
caged to teach, and the pupil is not permitted 
to graduate as one competent to undertake 

rofessional engagement until he or she has 

ully complied with their rigorous exactions. 
Of this academy Mme. Leibich has teen a most 
distinguished pupii, and the justice of her 
graduating honors has teen substantially 
strengthened by the brilliant reputation which 
she now enjoys. 

“The lady was asked recently by a Star repre- 
sentative how she liked the new field of her 
professional labors. 

“‘T am hardly ina position to speak of the 
American public just yet,’’ she said, **but 
duripg = brief acquaintamce with it I have 
certainly been treated with kindness. The 

eople at home in Germany seem more thank- 

ul though than they do here, especially in 
Vienna; and their plaudits, when you labor 
to please them, are certainly encouraging to 
the artiste. The people take the greatest in- 
terest intheir affairs, and are all the time 
doing something to manifest their friendship 
and appreciation.’’ | 

‘sHow are actors paid in Germany ””’ 

“Very well,indeed. Sonnenthal receives 
$15,000 a year, and several others are equally 
well paid in proportien totheir ability. When 
they play in the court theaters, however, the 
distinction operates toagreat extent as re- 
muneration. While connected with @ne of 
these theaters the actor is treated with primce- 
ly munificence. Heissupplied with every- 
thing his fancy may suggest, the most elabor- 
ate wardrobes and the entive Stage parapher- 
nalia. Janauschek plaved at the court thea- 
ter in Munich, and, while her salary was but 
600 marks a mowth, she was not in uw hurry to 
terminate ber engagement.” 


‘‘How do German theater buildings com- 
pare with those in America?” 

“The theaters in Germany stand upon their 
own grounds, and are invariably of zreat ar- 
chitectural beauty. Within they are more 
commodious than the theaters that I have 
seen on thisside. The accommodations for 
the leading actors are very fine, und there are 
conversation rooms where thev may retire 
dusing rehearsals, which are fitted up with 
every convenience and comfort. The good 
actors in Germany are not confined to%he 
capitals, but may beseen insome of the 
smallesttowns. They are engaged by the 
year, and suchathing asin this countrv is 
called uhe combination system is tbere un- 
known. The Germans are liberal patrons of 
the drama, and, being extravagantly fond of 
art,gthey bave trained themselves to a knowl- 
edge of true dramatic ment. The system of 
seat selling is very different from what it is in 
this country., A family wiil take a private box 
for the entire season, and individuals will se- 
cure seats in the tame way, in which 
they may be seen at least two evenings of each 
week. For the occvpancy of seats during 
the remainder of the week there are always 
numerous friends who are anxious to negoti- 
ate, and the privilege of having tixed accom- 
modations is thus secured at very trifling 
rates. The performanceschange very rapid- 
ly, and in sume theaters there is a new pre- 
sentation every night. I have witnessedin a 
Hamburg theater two performances in one 
evening. The first was a spectacular piece, 
complete initself, andthe next was a per- 
formance of grand opera.’’ 

May What hour was the audience dismiss- 
ed? 

‘‘At the usual hour, 11 o’clock. You must 
know thatthe German theaters open at an 
earlier bourthan they do here. The per- 
formances begin at 6:50 p. m., and the work- 
ing people who are specially anxious to wit- 
ness a performance, and haven’t the time to 
wait fortheir supper at home, frequently 
bring their lunch and beer along with them.” 

**To the orchestra circle?” 

“Oh, no; nothing of that sort would be 

rmitted in the lower part of the house; but 
tiscustomary in the upper tiers, and is 
thought nothing of.” 

“You do not tind the German pubdlic on this 
side of the water as appreciative as at home?” 

**T wil) not say that, but I am inclined tothe 
opinion that they prefer burlesques or funny 
pieces to legitimate plays.

At home this is 
not the case. The announcement of a Shaks- 
pearean performance is certain ts crowd a 
theater, no matter how inclement the weather 
may be.”’

Discomfort in England. 
London Lettcr to the Chicago Times. 

There is no fire in the grate. The door is 
wide open, and so are the windows. The 
cross-currents rush in and out, going straight 
through your marrow; and all the while you 
have to listen to complacent panegyrics on 
the beautiful weather. Every Englishman 
will assure yon that this everlasting region of 
fog, cold, and east wind mustbe nealthful. 
‘‘Look,” he says, ‘‘at our people, how fat 
they are; andthenlook at you Americans, 
how lean and scrawny you are! Doesn’t that 
show that our climate is better than yours?’’ 
Ihave hadthis obesity on the partof the 
English, and this scrawniness on the part of 
the Americans, thrust into mv face so often 
that I am beginning torebel. It 1s the cem- 
mon belief over here that paunchiness and 
health run together pari passu, 
and that longevity bears some 
very intimate relation to the number of 
feet or yards that one measures around the 
abdominal region. Asamatter of fact, the 
French are as long-lived as the English, and 
I believe that the average is in their favor. 
There are but two peoples inthe world who 
look on obesity as an ornament—an indication 
of extreme health. One of these is some 
tribe of negroes in Cemtral Africa, where a 
woman is valued according to her avoirdupois, 
and the otheristhe English. In both these 
cases the obesity does not come from health, 
but from stuffing. The English are the most 
intemperate feeders in the world. Theyswal- 
low an enormous breakfast; they soon after 
fill up with a heavy luneheon; then they 
doubly cram themselves at a ramming-in pro- 
cess which is called dinner, and finish the 
stuffing proces with a supper which of itself is 
suflicient for the full meal of a temperate liver. 
But thisis not all. There are, as a rule, sev- 
eral gallons of beer and tea swallowed be- 
tween meals, andalot of whisky and water 
is chucked in just before bedtime in order to 
top off the enormous mass of stuff that has 
gone before. This is why they get fat; just 
the same as turkeys are fattened by being 
shut up and crammed each day with four or 
five times the amount of food that is demand- 
ed by nature. If statistics are of any value 
the death-rate here is as great as that of the 
United States, whose meaning is that if the 
English people worked as hard as we do, and 
underwent thesame mental strain, they would 
be a much shorter-lived people than we are. 
Shut out a person from the sun, and he soon 
gets that bleached complexion possessed by 
the average English, and which is asserted to 
be a sign of robust health. Itis just as little 
asymptom of health as are the number of 
yards which are required to span the waist of 
the *‘healiby’’ Briton. Generations of feed- 
ing and of seclusion from the sunlight have 
produced the present Englishman.

once more on the edge of Wrangel ice, and 
once more in dense fog on the morning of 
August 9. A huge white bear came swim- 
ming through the drizzle and gloom and 
black heaving wavestoward the ship as we 
lay at anchor, guided, doubtless, by scent. 
He was greeted by a voliey of rifle balls, no 
one of which injured him, however, and for- 


tunately he could not be _ purswed. 
The fog lasted in dismal thick- 
pess until 1 o’clock ia the morn- 


ing of the 11th, when we once more saw the 
hills and dales of Wrangell Land hopefully 
near. We discovered a lead that enabied us 
to approzch within perhaps fifteen miles of 
the nearest portion of the coast. At times 
we thought ourselves much nearer, when the 
light falling favorably would bring out many 
of the smaller features, such as the subordi- 
nate ridges on the faces of the mountains and 
bijls, andthe small dimpling hollows with 
their different shades of color, furrows that 
seemed the channels of smal! streams and 
the peculiar rounded outlines due to glacial 
action. Then pushing eagerly through the 
huge drifting masses toward the nearest cape, 
judging by the distinctness of its features, 
it would suddenly seem to retreat 
again into tbe blue distance, and 
some other point catching the sunlight would 
be seen rising grandly across the jagged hum- 
mocky ice plain, relieved against the blue 
sbadowy portions to right and left as a back- 
ground. It was not long, however, after 
tracing one lead after another, and coming al- 
ways to a stand-still with the ship’s prow 
against ice of enormous thickness, before we 
were forced to the conclusion that all efforts 
made bereabout would now be vain. The ice 
did not seem to have been broken or moved 
in any way for years. We turned, therefore, 
and made our way back to open water with 
difficulty and steamed alone the edge ofthe 
pack to the northeastward. After a few 
bours’ run we found the ice more promising, 
showing traces of having been weil crushed 
and pounded, enabiing us to bear gradually 
in toward the land thruugh a wedge-shaped 
ledge about twenty miles in length. 

Next morning, steaming ahead once more 
to the end of our water lane, We were rejoiced 
10 find that though there was now abcut eight 
or ten miles of ice separating us from the 
shore it was less firmly packed, and oar little 
ves-e! made a way through it without difficulty 
until we were within two miles of the shore, 
when we found the craggy blocks extremely 
hard and wedged closely, bat a patch of open 
water near the beach, now plainly in sight, 
tempted us to continue the struggle, and, 
with the throttle wide open, the barrier was 
forced, and by 10 o’clock a. m. the Corwin 
was riding at anchor less than a cable’s ‘ength 
from a dpy gravel bar stretching infront of 
the mouth of a river. The long battle we had 
fought with the ice was now fairly won, and 
neither the engine northe bull seemed to 
have suffered any appreciable damage from 
the terrible shocks and strains they had 
undergone. Going inland, along the left 
bank of the river, we found it much larger 
than it at first appeared to be. There was 
no snow left on the lowlands or any of the 
hills or mountains in sight, excepting the 
remnants of heavy drifts; nevertheless it 
was still :about seventy-five yards wide, 
twelve feet deep and was flowing on with a 
clear, stately current at a speed of about 
three miles an hour. While the snow is melt- 
ing it must be at least two hundred yards 
wide and twenty feet deep and its sources 
lie well. back inthe interior of the coun- 
try. Notthe slightest trace, however, could 
we find along the river, along the shore or on 
the bluff to the northeastward of the Jean- 
nette party or of any human inhabitants. A 
land more severely solitary could hardly be 
found anywhere on the face of the globe. 


An Irish Electrical Railway. 


From the London Times. 


The ceremony of cutting the first sod of the 
Giants’ Causeway and Portrush tramway was 
performed last week at Portrush in presence 
of the directors and a large company of the 
local gentry and visitors at Portrush. Inter- 
est was attached to the ceremonial owing to 
the fact that it is intended to work the tram- 
way by electricity, the company thus being 
the first to introduce into the United King- 
dom electricity as a motive power for tram- 
way and railway propulsion. The chairman 
of the company, Dr. Traill, said they wereas- 
sembled not merely to inaugurate an obscure 
localwork, but to introduce into Ireland for 
the first time one of those scientific discover- 
iesin which the !ast quarter of a century had 
been so fruitful. This tramway when open- 
ed would be worked by electricity under the 
direct auspices of Dr. W. C. Siemens, of 
London, who was now a member: of of the 
board: and a large contriputor to their 
funds. Not many years would elapse before 
this dynamo-electric power would be sup- 
pdied, not alone to tramways suitably situated 
for it, as this one undoubtedly was, but also 
to railways. To shareholders in a company 
such as this they couid easily see what an 
important thing such a revolution in locomo- 
tive power would represent. The working 
expenses for haulage on atramway such as 
theirs with horses would be about 1ld. per 
mile, and by steam-power about 7d. per mile, 
but there was every reason to suppose that 
the working expenses of their motive power 
need not reach ld. a mile. Further, as each 
car wouid carry its own locomotive power, 
they would save the expense of engine-drivers 
and stokers, and all that class of persons, as 
wellas the immense saving in fuel; and, 
what was more important, they required no 
heavy engines to increase the friction and to 
take a grip of the rails for hauling purposes, 
so that their rails would not suffer the great 


wear and tear, but only have to bear the. 


weight of the trafficin light cars. Mrs. W. 
Acheson Traill performed the ceremony of 
turning the first sod, and the assemblage was 
afterward addressed by théeProvostof Dublin 
University, the Rev. Dr. Jellett. 


The Booth Difficulty.

The dramatic world has recently had two 
Sensations. One was the appearance of the 
rival tragedians, Booth and Barrett, in the 
same play, andthe other was the separation 
of the former and his wife. The combination 
ofthetwo above mentioned stars was the 
most striking dramatic exhibition ever wit- 
nessed in Booth’s Theater since its construc- 
tion. Asa benefit to the Michigan charity it 
yielded more than $3,000. Booth, however, 
has been in ill health during the past week, 
and hence on the above mentioned occasion 
he performed under great difficulties. It has 
since been said that his illness wasin no 
smal! degree due to the rupture with his wife. 
They have been for a long time approaching 
this unfortunate conclusion, which now oc- 
casions many ridiculous stories. One of these 
is that Booth gave his wife some property 
last year, and since then discovered that she 
had willed it to her mother, and that this led 
toaquarrel. Booth, however, has had no 
property to give his wife during the !ast ten 
years, and can not even meet his debts. The 
separation isprobably due to the nervous 
condition which his & oubles havé superinduce- 
ed, and which has found vent in this manner, 
Soon after his failure m 1873 it was discover- 
e(l that his mind was shattered, and perma- 
nent insanity was feared. Though he escaped 
that impending danger he has continued in 
a precarious condition, ard the present do- 
mestic difiiculty is one ofits results. Let no 
one envy the Woman who marries a genius, 
since the latter has so often proven unfriend- 
ly to domestic peace. 


Land Leagueism.

Since the Incumbered Estates Court 
came into play the Irish landlord has not, as 
a rule, been an embarrassed man, and had it 
merely been a matter of bad seasons he could 
now have readily obtainea loans on mortgage 
at 4 and 5per cent; butin the present con- 
dition of things insurance offices and capi- 
talists decline to make advances. 


A Drawing Sent by Telegraph. 
From the Philadeiphia Record, 22d. 


A souvenir ofthe Electrical Exposition in 
Paris has been brought to this country by the 
Hon. Strickland Kneass, of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, who has jealously guarded it since 
his return from his European tour. Itis a 
life-like drawing of the shoulders, head, face 
and mouth of an officer of the French Grena- 
dier Guards, which was transmitted a consid- 
erable distance by electricity. The drawing 
is about sixinches long by three wide, on 
ordinary white paper,and the method of 
executing this remarkable feat was in this 


wise: The original sketch wes made by hand 
in the form of dots. metallic ink being used. 
The sheet was then placed on a table directly 


under thepointer of an ordinary telegrap 

wire. This pointer was moved rapidly 
to snd fro over the drawing, a receiver 
at the other end being worked in pre- 
cisely the same way. LEach time that the 
pointer comes in contact with the metallic ink 
dots the circuit was closed,and a correspond- 
ing impression made upon a piece of paper at 
the other end of the line. This precess was 
continued until every dot had been garried 
over the wires, and the transmission was so 
perfect that without a distinguishing mark 
the person who made the original drawing 
could not have told one from the other. The 
words “‘Parteouneaux, First Brigadier de 
Paris’? were also transmitted in fac-simile. 


During the session of the Congress letters 
were also written and transmitted by elec- 
tricity, and signatures to checks and notes 


of hand are now being forwarded hundreds 
of milesinthe same manner in the sister 
Republic.

Be- 
vonda few champagne suppers and liberal 
bar bills there is no direct bribery to be prac- 
ticed, and champagne fs not bribery under 
the code of Congressional morals. But bless 
your dear innocent heart, reader, the lobby 
selects the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives§ just the same. WhenlI say this I 
mean in the sense of wielding the balance of 
power. Ifthe lobby all went one way it 
would be omnipotent against any candidate 
and all candidates out of its favor.

A Love Matca. 
Paris T¢élegram to New York Herald. 


The approaching marriage of Mlle. Grevy 
and M. Daniel Wilson has caused a great deal 
of disappointment in Parisian society. The 
ladies cannot bring eye ti to forgive the 
bride and bridegroom for’keeping the enguge- 
ment so secret, and especially for determin- 
ing to cheat them out of the pleasant emotion 
inseparable from a great public wedding. 
The marriage was arranged a few weeks ago, 
while the President and his famWy were at 
their country house at Mont-sous-Vaudrey. 
M. Grevy was walkinginthe garden one da 
when he was accosted by his old friend M. 
Wilson, wbo, to his surprise—for he had no 
inkling of his intention—asked him for the 
hand of his daughter. He had taken the pre- 
liminary precaution—a rare thing in France 
—of consulting the young lady and her 
mother, so M. Grevy at once gave his consent, 
and it was arranged that the marriage should 
take place with tne least possible delay and 
the strictest privacy. Like her father, the 
bride elect has a horror of ostentation. All 
inquisitive journalists have been ruthlessly 
refused the slightest information about the 
wedding arrangements. The bride is about 
3. Vears old, though she looks younger. She 
is not pretty, but is intelligent and vivacious, 
Her complexion is dark, her figure slender. 
She is very musical. Her love of music, ma- 
licious tongues say, Once led her to the brink 
of another passion. A few years ago, before 
M. Grevy became President, there was much 
talk af ber projected marriage with the irre- 
ststible tenor M. Capoul. The match, how- 
ever, fell through. 

Mile. Grevy’s taste for music, however, is 
as great asever. She is an assiduous attend- 
ant at the Conservatoire concerts, and is an 
accomplished pianist. The bridegroom is of 
Engtish extraction, about forty-five years of 
age.

The Negro Analyzed. 
From the Chicago Times. 

A well attended meeting of the Philosoph- 
ical Society was held Saturday evening in 
Apollo Hall, President Elain the chair. The 

aper read was avery entertaining one by 

yr. J. Reeves Jackson on “*The Negro as a 
Distinct Species of Man.”? The Doctor pre- 
faced his remarks by stating that he hau 
once beeninnocently creduloue enough to 
believe that all human beings were descend- 
ants of Adam and Eve, that the Lord create 
the world in six days of twenty-four hours 
each, and various other things generally 
taught. Later he learned to know that the 
Bible, a religious and moral code, was not to 
bedepended upon in matters of science. 
Science showed conclusively that the solid 
earth on which people lived was the crust 
which had gradually formed by thecooling 


of a once molt:n mass. Ip Other 
words the Bible had a human “side 
to it, and consequently must 


have imper’ections, snd a man need not be.an 
Infidelto disbelieve mary things taught or 
implied byit. The Bible seemed to teach 
thatthe sun revolved daily around the earth, 
and yeta man could he a good Christian 
while asserting to the contrary. The negro 
was unquestionably a distinct species of man. 
The supporters of the doctrine that the ne- 
gro descended from a Caucasian advanced 
two principal reasons for the alleged change 
from white to black. They claimed that the 
color ofthe skin was affected by a hot cli- 
mate, and that this tan color was handed 
down from one generation to another until 
that tan color became black. The fallacy of 
this argument was shown by the fact that the 
children of tanned parents could be as white 
as the fairest Caucasian; a tanned skin was 
not hereditary anv more than a tattooed 
skin or a crooked finger. The other argu- 
ment, advanced by the supporters of the 
unity doctrine, was that the negro was 
brought about by the transmission of Occi- 
dental peculiarities. The same objection, 
however, was urged against this theory as 
againstthe other. Not until a six-fingered 
race,a tattooed race, or some equally re- 
markable race was discovered could it be 
shown that the negro descended from a Cau- 
casian. 


A Prospector’s Fortunate Slip.

The gun hasa series of 
pockets along the bore which are loaded with 
powder and discharged one after the other 
as the ball passes along, thus accelerating the 
projectile’s motion very materially. If the 
‘mplement proves a success the _ bloody 
British will be compelled to reorganize their 
navy. Wethought that the honor of invent- 
‘bg the most utterly utter destructible weap- 
on on earth would rest with our townsman 
Dr. MCLEAN, a public benefactor who, after 
discovering medicines capable of prolonging 
human life to an indefinite degree, felt it his 
duty to invent some instruments of destrac- 
tion by which the average could be kept 
down. Weare very much miStaken if the 
observant Doctor dges not catch an idea from 
pbs mulii-charge cannon. AS long distance 
liring is a great desideratum in modern war- 
fare we do not see why he may not be able 
to invent an apparatus by which 
projectile from this model gun, after be- 
fired a distance of twelve miles, 
can be grabbed up and assisted on its 
light by another discharge or two of coarse 
powder.

‘hot a distance of twenty-four miles. In 
coast defense this woulg be invaluable. A 
multi-charge cannon could be planted on 
shore and the relay apparatus could float 
twelve miles out at sea. On the appearance 
of a hostile fleet the gun on shore could send 
a 1o0-pound shot to the '*-timulator,’’? where 
jt could receive en passant a lift from a barrel 
of dynamite, which would send it twelve 
miles further into the midst of the enemy. By 
this arrangement no fleet could approach 
nearer to our shores than twenty-four miles. 
Is will be seen, we think, that this would be 
siiflicient to protect our fishing interests.

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Preparation for the River Con- 
vention Which Meets 
To-Morrow. 


Object and Scope of the Great Rep- 
resentative Gathering. 


The Programme Planned for the 
Three Days’ Sessions, 


Arrival of Delegates—Latest Arrange: 
ments—Success of the Conven- 
tion Assured. 


The arrangements for the River Convention 
are all complete. The citizens of St. Louis 
have prepared to welcome the delegates in a 
way that will leave the bestimpression of the 
city’s hospitality. 

Although the convention does not assemble 
until 11 o’clock to-morrow, yet the represen- 
tatives beganjte pour in to-day, and itis prob- 
able that by to-morrow morning the city will 


be full of the people of the great valley, who 
will meet inone of the greatest conventions 
ever held in the West. 

The convention is, however,not near as great 
asthe object. The great highway which na- 
ture has turnished from St. Paul tothe Gulf 
has always been looked upon asthe vrincipal 


agent of the progress of the Mississippi 
Valley. In this connection it should 
be stated that the object for which 


this Mississippi River [Improvement Conven- 
tion has been called is generally misunder- 
stood. The delegates do not meet to discuss 
any plan or propose any schemes for the im- 
provement of the river. This part of the work 
has already been done. 

The deepening of the channelfrom St. Paul 
to New Orleans, p'incipally by means of the 
jetty or dyke plan, has been recommended to 
che War Department and adopted. It has been 
demonstrated vy cureful estimates that this 
work will,all told,cost not less than $25,000,000. 

The Mississippi River Commission, under the 
presidency of Gen. Gilmore, afrer caretul sur- 
veys made last year, recommended that an 
appropriation of $5,000,000 be allowed asa 
first installment for beginning this work. 
The recoiniendation was not followed, but 
#1,000,000 was sect apart. Thissum was Dbuta 
trifle for the werk to be done. ‘There was lit- 
tle indication thatthe additional sums grant- 


ed by Congress would be much larger. 
secing this, a  number- of the lead- 
ing merchants of the city determined 


upon the plan which will have its fruition when 
the convention opens tgy-morrow. The object 
of the meeting is to gatherin this city the ac- 
credited representatives of all the States, 
towns, cities, ete., which will be benefited 
by the improvement of the Mississippi. 
‘These gentiemen meet in convention, the prin. 
cipal business being to show Congress by their 
presence that the interest in this movement 


is almost national. Senators, Representa- 
tives, Governors of States, all the leading 
business men of the Valley are 


expected to bein attendance. The only desire 
oft the gentlemen who have brought about this 
vreat gathering is to show, first, the great 
necessity of the improvement of the river, and 
second, that the public feeling on the subject 
is almest universal. 

It would bea mistake then to look upon the 
convention as a gathering of men who meet to 
discuss crude plans and to look into un- 
tried ‘and unheard-of schemes. The meet- 
ing is the outcome of a universal 
teeling that the Mississippi Valley hus been 
neglected, andit is a determined movement 
all along the line toforce upon the attention 
of Congress the rightful demands of a very 
large section of the eountry. 

It is difficuit to say who is, entitled to more 
oredit tor the success of the convention plan 
so far, the people of St. Louis, who first con- 


ceived the idea, or the veople 
of the Valley, who responded so 
readily and in such numbers. The 


dejlegutions that have already arrived and that 
ure expected to-day assure the attendance of 
nearly 1,060 visitors, representing nearly every 
industry that can be imagined. The committee 
in charge has prepared for them the 
kindest receptions. The headquarters have 
been established at the office of the Executive 
Committee, in the Southern Hotel, on the 
Fourth street side, just south of Wal- 
nut.

thought might be seeninthe resultsof the ef- 
forts of its members in thir practice. After 
briefly tracing the history of the society he de- 
voted some time to a discussion of the terrible 
scourge which venereal diseases are visiting 
upon the people of alllands to-day. Anditis 
doubly horrifying when it is Known that not 
only those who are guilty must suffer, but that 
even the innocent cannot escape. Even the 
picture-painting language of a Bulwer Lytton 
or a Dickens would fall short of an adequate 
representation for the reason that language 
t-elf is in adequate. 

Atthe conclusion of the address, the Presi- 
dent asked that the delegates offer suggestions 
and more extended discussion of the hints 
thrown out be indulged in. A few remarks 
were made, andthe discussion defered until 
the conclusion of the regular programme this 
evening. A paper on ‘*‘Medical Orthodoxy’’ 
was then read before the society by F. D. 
Washburne, of Hillsboro, lls. He said that 
medical science is still incomplete, and it wiil 
be in the far future when this perfection is at- 
tained if ever. We know some things well,but 
we still need others to fill out the system into 
just proportions. Innovations have been 
nade trom time to time, but stilljthe end is 
not reached. Exact medical science was never 
born, but grew like ‘‘Topsev.’’ Of late the 
bars of the medical schools have been put 
down solow that many mongrels have gotten 
in among the thoroughbreds. We are inclin- 
ed to cling to the traditional and to look upon 
new discoveries with distrust. There is no 
cast-iron formula in medical science. <A cer- 
tain commercial traveler had ninety different 
kinds of coffee. What a similarity between 
these samples anil the medical profession! The 
true physician is nota sectarian. The paper 
was replete with practical thought, and the 
spirit which causes a practitioner to ostracise 
ull physicians notof his school was held up 
to the ridicule of the auditors. The conclu- 
sion of the whole matter was that the onlv 
orthodoxy worthy of the acceptance of physi- 
clansisthe broad-minded acceptance of the 
gsooc, whateverits source. 

G. Wheeler Jones, of Danville, Ill., then 
read a paper on ‘‘Pacdiatic Practice,’’ and 
ihe somety took recess.

Baber Not Insane. 

The Courtof Appeals to-day affirmed the 
judgment in the criminal chase of Thaddeus 
Baber, who was convicted for the murder in

The de- 
fense Of insanity is not,in the opinion of the 
appellate court, sustained, the jury being 
the judges of the facts, and it sees no 
error in the record and no reason to disturb 
their judgment.

The school election is goinz onto day. For 
two-thirds of the voters of this city this state. 
ment has not the slightest interest, because at 
every school election since the Board came 
into existence that proportion of registered 
voters of St. Louis have studiously refrained 


from appearing at the pols and 
zealously expressed their indiffereauce to 
the result. Their answer, when they are 


questioned concerning their apathy, is that 
there is noinducement orincentive tora re- 
spectable citizen to exercise hisfright of tran. 
chise, aS no cundidate of their chvice is iu the 
field and they do not care to choose froin those 
who are put forward, because they are inno 
sense representative of the intellizent culture 


and respectability of the people 
as a member of a public school board 
shouid be. In nine cases out of ten the 


indifferent voters’ apology must be accepted 
asa good one; forheisright. Menwho have 
no earthly qualification tor the position they 
are seeking seem to have a remursable faculty 
tor getting themselves before the people, and 
frequently for keeping themselves there. They 
are boosted forward by bummers who believe 
in the schools only so faras they are fields for 
patronage, and they are Carried around on 
the vhoulders of this same hoodtum 
element until a notion sweeps 
into the bummer intellect that somebody else 
would do their class more credit in power than 
the present one, then heisdropped. But if 
the indifferent voter is often right he is some- 
times wrong. Frequently good men and true 
come before the people, as there are a few 
good men in the contests to day, but they are 
not properly supported against nood u:mism, 
and they suffer aeteat simpiy because the re- 
spectable voter continues to assert his 
indifference, and refuses to make any etfort 
towards remedying the existing state of affairs. 
Suloon-keepers, 
ward buinmers have so long and so actively 
interfered with school elections that the rt- 
spectable end of the community, although in 
the majority, are afraidtointe fere, being ap- 
preheosive that their work would avail nothing 
towards changing the result.

A Little History of the Transfer 
Company’s Monopoly.

Remedy Suggested—Good Reading for 
the Merchants to Digest. 


A flood of light was thrown upon the mag- 
niticent monopoly system of the Sct. Louis 
Transfer Company by Mr. Charles E. Tenney, 
of East St. Louis, in conversation with are- 
porter of the Post-DISPATCH last evening, 
which may be reflected with profit to the mer- 
chants’ meeting at the Lindell to-night to con- 
sider a remedy for the ruinous freight block- 
ade. 

‘‘T have been quite interested,’’ said Mr. 
Tenney, ‘‘in the PostT- DISPATCH references to 
the freight blockade, and the discussion it 
tas evoked as to who is responsible for it. 
Much has been said about the St. Louis Transter 
Company, allof which was.correct, and the 
only reputation it called torth 
was a remark of Mr. Tansey 
published in the organ of monopolies, the h3- 
publican, to the effect thatthe Transfer Com- 
pany was nota monopoly. Is that so? Well, 
iet us go over the ground and see how matters 
standin thatregard. We find at all the varl- 


-ous freight houses morning and evening, and 


twice during the middle of the day, the trans- 
fer teams monopolizing all the doors 
and the time of all the clerks in 
the freight houses. If you go to look fora 
package consigned to some East St. Louis par- 
ty, there is no one who knows anything about 
it, Or you will be told to come round again. 
Tne clerks’ time is monopolized in delivering, 
loading, checking and meking tickets for the 
Transter Company’s teams. Any outside 
hauler is compelled to bring an order, 
giving the car number, the date 
of shipment, the consignee and 
the cash, and he is required to sign a receipt 
for what he has not seén. If, after labored 
effort and loss of time, you do succeed in And 


ing the clerk, you will mneet with abuse for nof | 


coming earlier orlater. If you at length tind 
vour car you may perhaps get it unloaded 
without having it switched out, but more often 
an outside party is delayed from half to one 
hour by the yar switchman desiring 
to handle som car behind you. 
You have no assistance whatever,and the rail- 


road companies do alliin their power to favor | 


the Transfer Company. In 183 or ’69 the Ohio 
and Mississippi Ruilroad Uompany refused to 
deliver flour to teams Other than the Transfer 
Comparv’s and the St. Louis, Alton and Terre 
Haute Company refused to receive anything 
hauled by N. Herrick on drays. About the year 
1874 or 1875 W. D. Griswold, then manayer of 
the Transfer Company, wrcete to Sam Wood- 
ward, superintendent of theI. & St. L. order- 
ing the discharge of John 8. Tenney, a clerk 
in the employ of the road, because he was in- 
terested in teams hauling freight across the 


river, interfering with the business 
of the Transfer Company. Mr. Tan-

he would remember that the Transfer Compa- 
ny isthe same monopoly that swallowed him 
and his little C. & A, Transfer Company, 
Luckily for him he was not considered past 
his usefulness, and when Griswold retired 
a 7 put in the manager’s 
Shées. tow bas he (‘filled them? 
The bridge was completed; outside teams get- 
ting plenty vf hauling, very largely of the best 
and most profitable freight that crosses the 


river. The§lfransfer Company, who have ever 
been on the best of terms with 
the Ferry Company, always buying 


their tickets at @ reduction of twenty or 
twenty-five per cent trom what outside teams 
had to pay, always could monopolize the ferrv- 
boatsin winter, and with their ’busses any 


time, summer or winter, to the exclu- 
sion of other parties who night 
have been on the levee before them. 


Notwithstanding all thesefavors received at 
the hands ot the Ferry Company, when the 
bridge was completed they did all their busi- 
ness over it, tothe chagrin and sorrow of the 
Ferry Company. About this time business was 
duli, but the Ferry Company in this extremity 
commenced to solicit the handling 
of freight across the river, and gave it 
to outside teams to haul on condition that they 
were at al] times to patronize the ferry boats 
in crossing. Inthis they got along, and it 
reaily apperred that it was going to bea suc- 
cess. Somuchso thatintalking with S. ©, 
Clubb one day heremarked thatthe St. Louis 
Transfer Company was tulking o! 
closing out their stock and quit- 
ting the teaming. Tuey (meaning the ferry) 
would start atransfer company of their own 
and clear them outin thirty duvs and bave all 
the hanlingtothemseives. They tried it on, 
and with what result? The old St. Louis 
Transfer closed **on"* instead O 
closing ‘‘out,’’ and notwithstanding the 
Ferry Transfer Company got Jersey Creveling 
home from Paris to nanage their transfer coin- 
pany, butto no effeet. From thetirst the old 
St. Louis Company hadthem by tue scruff of 
the neck, and they maintained their grasp un- 
til they as effectually took themin asthey had 
already taken in the Chicago and Alton. And 
stillthey are no monopoly! I say they are a 
monopoly, and, with the assistance of 
the railroad companies, have everything 
their own way, and forthe especial benefit of 
the Corsolidated Transfer Company at tiis 
time an order was issued over the signatures of 
ail the general agents of all the roads abolish- 
ivg the Eust St. Louis rate, so that parties who 
owned their own teams or had their freight 
hundled by others than the Transfer Corn- 
pany coula get no pay for laying it 
at the warehouses tm East St. Louis. 
Uptothis time tue dfference betweena st. 
Louis rate and an East S. Louis rate had beeu 
six cents, which was the Transfer Com pany’s 
charge tor hauling across the jiver at this 
Time, A‘ GCulsicie teams were = only 
receivibg. five cents, which they re- 
ceived from the parties for whom 
they did huuling, the shippers themselves 
drawing trom the raiJroad companies’ cashier 
in East St. Louis six cents per hundred on 
all freight sent to them, and this six cents was 
billed out as charges against said freight and 
collected at destination with the freight,which 
was billed at the East St. Louis rate. 
Thisreally made but little stir amongst the st. 
Louis merchants. Times were dal; outsiders 
had mostly disposed of their teams; the oppo- 
sition between the two Transfer Companies 
before that had now consolidated had brougtit 
down the price of handling to a less figure than 
outsiders could afford to work;so there was not 
much said only about treight that originated 
at East St. Louis, and the order was that much 
modified as to allow line agents and soliciting 
agents to take that class of freight at tour 
cents off the St. Louis rate. R. B. Brown & 
Co., castor and linseed oil manufacturers, 
had an outside man hauling. They have 
aten car lot of oil-caketo ship to Liverpool, 
quite a shipment for those duil times. Several 
line agents were after it. They would give it to 
the first one who would give them an Kast St.

plainly noted on the bill of lading. Then if 
for any reason there was any unnecessary de- 
Jay for any cause whatever, such a3 car 
being disabled or wrecked, off the track, 
freightitransferred ,or faw any cause whatever, 
it could be easily traced from point of ship- 
ment to point where it might be found, without 
a delay of thirty or forty days, as now report- 
ed to be the casein some instances. By hand- 
ling freight in this way one could in 
the course of time, and not 
an unnecessarily long time either, nave the 
pleasure of seeing freigntin the yards at Est 
St. Louis, and if they could not get it handled 
across the river by the Transfer Company,they

Louis 
should take their own businessin hand and not 
leave ittothe railroad and transfer companies to 
run everything to their own notion.The Trans- 
fer Company go onthe theory that what they 
don’t haul tu-day they can haul to-morrow, 
or some future day, thatthey havefgot it all 
theirown wav and intend to keep it so. 
Outside teams will on an average 
haul two-fifths more freight, handle it more 
carefully and more satisfuccorily in every way, 
andifMr.Tansey and his whole outfit were 
wiped out of existence instantly, within twenty 
days outsiderg would increase’ their 
farilitieg to that extent that the 
hauling would be done and the Transfer not 
missed at all, and merchants would only won- 
der that they had nottriedthe experiment of 
having their goods billed to East St. Louis and 


employed _ _— outside teams to haul 
them, then you would have no 
muddle man between you and the 


railroads, you would give your goods to ship 
or yourorder for goods at the railroad and 
have your work done and well done, whiletyou 
wonld be sending to the Transfer Company to 
have them to doit sometime when they felt 
that they could attend to it.’’

ARTHUR A SCHOOL TEACHER. 


What the People of Cohoes Thought of Him 
Thirty Years ago. 


But little is generally known through the 
country of President Arthur’s youth, and con- 
sequently it was with much pleasure thata 
POST-DISPATCH reporter learned thata gentle- 
man who had known Arthur intimately in his 
youth was within reach of a domiciliary visit- 
ation—Mr. Darius Parkhurst, at Kingsland 
Férguion’s agricultural machiné shops, on 
Eleventh street, northof Cass avenue. At 


the office of the works Mr. Douglas was or- 
ganized into a committee of one to introduce 
the scribe to Mr. Parkhurst, and after a long 
climb he was found in the pattern-shop, sand- 
papering a wooden cog-wheel and whistling 
meditatively to himse/f, af ter the manner of 
mechanics. ‘‘Oh, yes,’’ said he, ‘‘T knew the 
Arthurs well. ‘he President’s father used to 
be a Baptist preacher. He had a 
lecture on ‘Names and their Meanings.’ 
which the young men’s association of Cohoes, 
of which I was atthat time a member, invited 
him to deliver in the village.’’ 

‘‘l understood that tne President taught 
school in Cohoes?’’ 

‘*Yes, he did. In 1852 I was elected a member 
of the Se¢hool Board. Arthur wasthen teaching 
a private schoolin the village. He gave such 
general satisfaction that we elected 
him superintendent of the public schools, or 
ratber wanted to elect him to that position, 
but he declined. You see, he had just come 
from college—Union, I believe—and was wait- 
ing to go into a law ofticein New York, in 
which he had been promised an opening, and 
he only took the school while waiting for this 
other place. ‘This was explained to us.’’ 

‘*How did the people like him as a teacher?’’ 

‘*Excellentivy. He was a young man of 
model character, and everybody thought well 
ot bim. The best menin the town had thor- 
ough confidence io him ana would have done 
anything he wished.’’ 

‘*How did he come to teach in Cohoes—he 
did not live there?’’ 


‘‘No. His people lived over in the 
country about Lansingbure, across 
the Hudson. But he had two 


sisters who were married in Cuhoes, onetoMr. 
Masten and the other to Mr. Caw, and so he 
naturally came there for the opening those 
gentiemen made for bim.”’
